(57) Abstract: The present invention is concerned with pharmaceutical compositions of antiviral compounds which can be admin- 
istered to a mammal, in particular a human, suffering from a viral infection. These compositions comprise particles obtainable by 

£^ melt-extruding a mixture comprising one or more antiviral compounds and one or more appropriate water-soluble polymers and 

^ subsequently milling said melt-extruded mixture.
